Colson asks

Citing 
former President Richard M Nixon's 
pardon, Charles W Colson todiy asked 
for a reduction in his prison sentence in 
the interest of “ even-handed justice.’’ 
Colson, a former special counsel to 
Nixon, pleaded guilty 
in June to 
obstruction of justice by spreading 
derogatory information about Pentagon 
Papers defendant Daniel Ellsberg and is 
serving a prison term of one to three 
years. 
“ President Ford’s action in pardoning 
former President Nixon raises serious 
questions with respect to even-handed 
justice for former subordinates of Mr. 
Nixon who have been prosecuted for 
offenses in which he was a participant,’’ 
Colson's lawyer said in a motion filed in 
U.S. District Court 
“ This is particularly troubling in the 
case of Mr. Colson, who was convicted 
for dessiminating derogatory informa­ 
tion about Daniel Ellsberg's attorney at 
Mr. Nixon's direct request.’’ 
Colson filed his petition as District 
Judge John J. Sirica began his fifth day 
of interviewing prospective jurors in the 
Watergate 
cover-up 
trial. 
Colson 
originally had been a defendant in the 
cover-up trial until his guilty plea. 
Colson’s motion also cited the death of 
Colson’s father Aug. 19 as a reason for 
the sentence to be reduced The motion 
said Colson’s 73-year-old mother was 
wholly dependent emotionally on her

Wählers said he hasn’t had time to 
meet with Vandenberg Village and 
Mission Hills utility representatives as 
yet, but the high sewer project bids will 
affect those areas as well. 


Lompoc Utility Services, which serves 
Mission Hills, was slated to contribute 
$199,000 to the regional system and now 
will have to pay in about $248,000. 


The Park Disposal Company, which 
serves Vandenberg Village, will see its 
contribution jacked from $360,000 to 
approximately $594,000. 


The 
state-required 
antipollution 
project, forecasted to cost $14 million 
last March, was bid at nearly $17 million 
last Tuesday. The endeavor will be 
funded by a combined state and federal 
87.5 grant.

City 
Council 
will 
convene 
tomorrow night at city hall, 119 West 
Walnut Ave., to consider bids on the 
city’s $1.5 million sewer bond issue. 
Tomorrow at 2 pm large financial 
institutions will submit interest bids for 
the city’s sewer bond package. The 
bidder of the lowest interest rate — 
which the city must pay for the 
immediate use of the $1.5 million — will 
win the entire issue and resell the bonds 
piecemeal at a profit. 


If the winning bid totals seven per cent 
interest, the city will wind up paying 
about $3,302,150 by the year 2,000 in 
interest and principal. All of this will 
come from sewer project revenues. 


But for this the city will have the 
immediate use of the $1.5 million to 
begin to set its financial house in order. 
Wählers said Friday that he doesn’t 
have the sewer project financing lashed 
together yet. The return from the bond 
sale is sure to help.

Government moves to protect 
domestic supplies of grain 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - In an effort 
to protect domestic grain supplies, the 
government is considering requiring all 
grain exporters to clear their foreign 
sales with federal officials, Agriculture 
Department sources said today. 
The proposal is only one of several 
expected to be raised during a meeting 
of 
major 
U.S. 
grain 
exporters, 
Agriculture Department officials and 
other government agencies later today. 
The meeting was called following a 
weekend controversy over the decision 
of two U.S. companies —Cook Industries 
of Memphis, Tenn., and Continental 
Grain Co. of New York —to sell 3 4 
million tons of corn and wheat to the 
Soviet Union. 


Following an urgent meeting at the 
White House Saturday, the companies 
agreed to cancel their contracts, but 
officials have indicated that additional 
voluntary compliance will be needed to 
make sure no further major foreign 
sales take place. 


Secretary of State Henry A. Kissinger 
told a news conference that the Soviet 
Union may have been misled by U.S. 
officials about how much grain they 


could buy at any one time. 
“ There is a strong possibility we may 
have 
misled 
the 
Soviet 
Union," 
Kissinger said He expressed belief that 
the suspension was necessary because of 
a 
“ misunderstanding 
between 
bureaucracies." 
Kissinger said Treasury Secretary 
William E. Simon would visit Moscow 
next week in connection with this situa­ 
tion “ We are confident this can be 
worked out on a cooperative basis,” he 
said 
Agriculture sources said the key

Cable television officials 
defend move to hike rates

The council must okay any 
rate boost for the locally- 
franchised cable firm 
The cable spokesmen said 
that the Lompoc system would 
show about a five per cent 
return on investment even with 
the approval of the higher 
rates 
“ When you get right down to 
it, we re trying to live in 1974’s 
economy with 1963’s income,” 
said local firm manager Bill 
Grinstead. 
George Vaughan, 
Western 
regional 
manager 
for 
TelePrompTer, told the city 
panel that his company has 
plowed $973,000 into the local 
system in the last three years. 
The system is now operating in 
the 
red, 
company 
figures 
indicate. 
Queried on planned capital 
improvement projects, cable 
spokesmen 
pointed 
to 
a 
planned $300.000 outlay for a 
microwave relay station to 
eliminate local picture fades 
after 1978 This cannot be done 
without permission of the U.S. 
Forest Service since the only 
suitable peak is an undeveloped 
one in the Los Padres National 
F o re s t. 
A 
fed eral 
environmental impact report 
requirement 
shot down 
an 
earlier bid by the firm to build 
the 
relay 
station 
and 
spokesmen had no new ideas on 
solving 
that 
problem 
this 
morning. 
One 
area citizen, 
an 
engineer, 
characterized

relay station line item as “ pie 
in the sky.” 
The company, which must 
spend $250,000 next year to 
change the frequency of its

Lompoc program origination if 
the rate boost is approved but 
probably not if it is not, 
according to Dave Hamilton, 
TelePrompTer executive and 
former local manager.

Quality of cable tv service 
was another concern of the 
committee Hamilton said that 
under current rules, owners of 
mobile home parks are charged 
a lower secondary rate, now $1 
per month, for cable for their 
units. Hamilton said the law 
allows them to turn around and 
charge their tenants more than 
the primary rate, now $4 50, 
making a profit.

building when the bomb went 
off in an unoccupied women's 
restroom 
The 
blast 
shattered 
the 
fixtures

restroom, 
buckled the ceiling and blew a 
hole in the wall to an adjoining 
men’s restroom, causing exten 
sive damage 
There were no injuries. 
The blast was almost a 
duplicate of a bombing of the 
Sheraton Palace Hotel in San 
Francisco last week, in which 
the bombers claimed to be out 
to punish the 
International 
Telephone 
and 
Telegraph 
Corp., which owns the Sheraton 
hotel chain. 
Preceding the San Francisco 
blast, a 
male caller, also 
identifying himself with the 
New World Liberation Front, 


warned of a bomb and told the 
hotel to evacuate its tenants 
Authorities combed through 
the rubble of the Saturday night 
blast, trying to determine a

However, 
police declined to comment on 
the political aspects of the two 
bombings against ITT-owned 
facilities.

The total fire loss in 1973 was an 
estimated 3 billion, one million dollars 
in the U.S.A. and 254 million dollars in 
Canada. 
Now for som e tips that could save 
your life: 
- Be sure your cigarette is out. 
Matches, too. And never leave matches 
and 
lighters 
within 
the 
reach 
of 
children. 
~ Don’t run cords under rugs or over 
radiators where they may get damaged. 
And replace a cord if it is frayed 
— Never leave sm all children alone in 
the house. Not even for a few minutes. 
Have your wiring and electrical 
installations done by a professional, 
— Store oily rags and paints in a cool 
place in tightly sealed m etal containers 
— Never use flamm able liquids for 
dry cleaning indoors 
— Never smoke in bed 
— Have a fire drill in your home to be 
sure everyone knows what to do in case 
of fire. 
Rem em ber, fire extinguishers put out 
97 per cent of all the fires on which they 
are used 
Most large fires started as 
sm all fires 
So invest in a com pact, 
easy to-use fire extinguisher and keep it 
handy in your kitchen, or be a sport and

NOW, in case of fire 
Most fires occur between midnight

NEW YORK (U PI) - The 
State Department has con­ 
firmed that vice-presidential 
nominee Nelson Rockefeller 
gave Henry Kissinger a $50,000 
gift in 1969 in appreciation for 
his services as a foreign affairs 
adviser. 
Paul Hare, a department 
spokesman, said Saturday the 
gift was received after Kissing 
er left Rockefeller’s staff but 
before 
he 
became 
former 
President Richard Nixon’s na 
tional security adviser 
Before accepting it, Dr. 
Kissinger discussed this with 
the then President-elect and his 
counsel,” Hare said 
‘Dr. 
Kissinger 
put 
the 
$50,900 into trusts for his two 
children and filed gift tax 
returns covering these gifts to 
the children.” 


CTA endorses 
Democrats 


BURLINGAME 
(U PI) 
- 
The 
California 
Teachers 
Association has endorsed five 
Democratic 
candidates 
who 
are 
seeking 
election 
to 
statewide 
offices

November election. 
The action, taken Sunday by 
the policy making body of the 
145.000-member group, was the 
first time in the CTA's 111-year 
history that candidates for 
statewide office have been 
endorsed, except candidates 
for Superintendent of Public In­ 
struction. 
Endorsed were Edmund G. 
Brown 
Jr., 
candidate 
for 
governor, incumbent Sen. Alan 
Cranston, 
Mervyn Dymally, 
running 
for 
lieutenant 
governor, 
March 
Fong 
for 
secretary of state and Jesse 
Unruh for state treasurer. 


‘‘He understood that Gover­ 
nor Rockefeller filed a gift tax 
return on the gift to him,'' he 
said 


Hugh Morrow, a spokesman 
for 
Rockefeller, 
said 
the 
former governor told Kissinger 
in a letter dated Jan 17, 1969, 
“ As a token of my friendship 
and appreciation for the work 
you have done in service to the 
people of this country I am 
arranging to have a gift made 
to you 
in 
the amount 
of 
$50,000 ” 


Morrow also confirmed that 
Rockefeller made a $86,312 50 
gift to former state official L. 
Judson Morehouse and a gift of 
an undisclosed amount to Dr 
William Ronan, chairman of 
the Port Authority and former 
head 
of 
the 
Metropolitan 
Transportation Authority. 


Morehouse was sentenced to 
prison in 1966 on bribery and 
other charges in connection 
with a scandal in the New York 
Liquor Authority. 


His sentence was commuted 
by Rockefeller for medical 
reasons, the former governor 
said during his recent nomina­ 
tion hearings. 


Morrow 
said the gift to 
Morehouse 
last 
December 
represented cancellation of the 
remainder of a $100,000 loan 
made in September, 1960 


He said Rockefeller loaned 
the money to Morehouse, who 
served as state Republican 
party chairman from 1954 until 
1962, so Morehouse could invest 
the money and have an income, 
since the chairmanship was an 
unsalaried position 


Morrow said the Ronan gift 
represented a cancellation of 
personal notes, but did not 
elaborate. 


Clemency board chairman 
predicts program approval 


WASHINGTON (U PI»-T h e 
chairman of the presidential 
clemency board predicts that 
President Ford’s earned re­ 
entry program will eventually 
be accepted by those who felt it 
went too far and those who felt 
it didn't go far enough. 
The clemency board was to 
hold its second meeting today, 
the first to discuss individual 
cases 
One of the first items before 
the nine-member board is a 
report on why 40 men in 
military stockades refused to 
apply for discharge at the time 
Ford announced the clemency 
program. 
Chairman Charles Goodell 
was interviewed Sunday on 
U PI 
Audio’s 
“ Washington 
Window“ program. 
“ I think the initial reaction of 
the veterans groups and the 
representatives of the resisters 
in Canada ... was predictable,” 
Goodell said. 
“ They are very sincere, they 
have very strong views. On the 
other hand, I think as they see 


this 
program 
operate, 
assuming it operates fairly, I 
think a great many of them are 
going to come around —even 
the veterans organizations and 
the resister groups.” 
Goodell would not predict 
how many would take advan­ 
tage of the offer, but at the 
same time he stressed what he 
believed was the fairness of 
Ford’s 
program. 
He 
took 
exception to statements that it 
was punitive. 
"I believe that every Ameri­ 
can has 4he obligation to serve 
the military in peace and in 
war, according to the law,” 
said Goodell, an early opponent 
of the Vietnam war. 
He said that although the 
resisters found it impossible to 
discharge 
that 
obligation 
during the Vietnam conflict, 
Ford is now giving them the 
opportunity “ to come back and 
discharge that obligation in a 
co m pletely 
peaceful, 
constructive 
way 
that 
is 
consistent 
with 
their 
con­ 
science.”

'Oktoberfest' 
ends in Germany 


MUNICH 
West 
Germany 
(UPI) 
- The most peaceful 
Oktoberfest in decades ended 
Sunday with beer hall owners 
reporting less business than 
usual at the world s biggest 
beer bust. 
Police said that for the first 
time in decades, nobody was 
killed in fistfights, other kinds 
of altercations or excessive 
drinking 
By contrast, six Oktoberfest 
visitors 
died 
of 
injuries 
suffered in beer hall brawls or 
of heart attacks suffered from 
heavy drinking last year. 
But beer hall owners and 
fried 
chicken 
stands 
com­ 
plained about a drop in business 
compared with 1973. 
Oktoberfest visitors drank a 
record 4,269,000 quarts of beer 
last year. 
It was 3.600,000 
quarts this time Consumption 
of fried chicken, which stood at 
539,376 last year, fell by about 
10 per cent.

PITTSBURGH (U P I1 — Ron Cey doesn't walk, he 
waddles, Charlie Chaplin style 
Nobody has ever mistaken hirn for Fred Astaire on his 
feet, or Twinkletoes Selkirk either 
“ The way I walked, a lotta people thought I had polio,” 
says the squat, soft-talking but hardslugging Los Angeles 
Dodgers’ third baseman, using the past tense when the 
present one still applies. 
“ I don t have polio, and never did have, but I guess when 
some scouts first saw me, they thought something was 
wrong Well, scouts aren’t always 100 per cent right They 
make mistakes, too. " 
Those who shied away from Ron Cey because he didn’t 
exactly look like something out of the Spaulding Guide 
obviously pulled a rock. 
Ask Walt Alston 
I think he’s a lot better ballplayer than people give him 
credit for," said the Dodgers manager Sunday after his 
stocky third baseman with the blond flowing moustache had 
hammered a home run, a pair of ringing doubles and a line 
shot single in a 5-2 victory that was the Dodgers’ second 
straight over Pittsburgh in the National League playoffs and 
moved them within one win of a champagne pennant clin­ 
ching. 
“ He’s not very big, but he has power, he runs better than 
he looks like he’s running, and at third base he’s good,” 
Alston went on. 
At Washington State, Cey’s baseball coach, Chuck 
Brayton, noticed the unorthodox way he moved around and 
began calling him “ The Penguin.” 
The nickname died out for awhile after Cey went into pro 
ball with the Dodgers’ organization, but Tommy Lasorda, 
one of his first managers and now a coach with the Dodgers, 
revived it 
The first time I looked at him I said, ‘for God’s sake, he 
walks like a penguin.’” recalls Lasorda “ That’s the only 


way I can describe it. Either that, or like a duck, and I think 
penguin sounds better, don’t you?” 
Cey doesn’t mind the nickname at all. 
“ I think it’s good for a lotta reasons,” he says. “ It has 
gotten me a lotta publicity and it relates to young people, 
which I think is important.” 
Ron Cey is 26 and has been playing the past couple of 
weeks with a virus which weakened him generally and 
produced an ulcerated tongue. 
He has lost six pounds since mid-September and looked 
pale after the job he did on the Pirates Sunday. He wasn’t 
crowing about it that much either, reminding everybody he 
had committed two errors on Saturday that made him feel 
“ like the worst player in the major leagues” despite a 3-0 
Dodger victory. 
One of those who stood off to the side and watched 
newsmen crowd around the happy Dodger third baseman 
Sunday was his father, Frank Cey, who runs a service 
station out on Pacific Highway Southwest in Tacoma, Wash 
Frank Cey had an elastic bandage on his right arm where 
a radiator hose blew up on him the other day and made him 
think for awhile he wouldn’t get to come here and see his 
oldest boy play ball 
Ron pumped gas in my station four years until he was 
17,” his father said “ He was the best attendant I ever had 
Sold more oil than anybody else. Never failed to wipe your 
windshield or check your oil, either. 
“ No, he never got any preferential treatment at the 
station. Because he was my boy he had to work harder. He 
started out making a dollar-and-a-quarter an hour, but later 
he got a raise of course ” 
Frank Cey says you can get a gallon of gas for 53 cents at 
his station and they still wipe your windshield and check 
your oil. 
His boy, Ron, drops in there now and then 
Don t expect him for the next couple weeks, though He 
may be a little busy in something called the World Series.

Common ground by Steve La Rue 
H & Ocean by Harry Crompe 
The talk in Vandalia 
Trouble with style 


Vandalia, Illinois (population 5,500) is 
a small American town surrounded by 
farm land and 70 miles from St. Louis 
where the freeway never stops and the 
1:30 p.m. bus is always overdue. It’s a 
place where city leaders are concerned 
with promoting industrial growth and 
jobs and 
with keeping future city 
leaders, the local youth, from moving 
away, as so many of them seem to. 
It’s a spot 245 miles 
from Chicago where 
young teachers com­ 
plain of 
a cultural 
desert 
where 
there 
are few entertaining 
things to do or people 
to encounter. It’s a 
place, as its residents 
say, 
where 
people 
mostly 
talk 
about 
each other and your 
business is really the 
town’s. 
Vandalia is a cross­ 
roads in the midst of 
the soybeans, the hogs 
and the cattle where 
farm ers' profits are 
more than removed by 
p a y m e n t s 
on 
machinery 
and fuel 
costs and where they 
often try to talk their 
sons out of staying on 
the land and often fail 
It's a place where a retired man might 
raise several acres of corn as a pastime 
and where productivity, far from the 
abstract 
economists’ 
term 
it 
has 
become in the subsidized cities, is as 
real as a fist full of dirt. 
Vandalia is also the setting of a true 
book by U.C. Berkeley journalist Joseph 
P . Lyford, a book that's really about 
most American small towns. Though 
much sm aller than Lompoc, obviously 
V andalia 
sh ares 
som e 
common 
concerns and qualities. 
Lyford’s book is called “ The Talk in 
Vandalia” 
(Harper 
Colophon 
Books 
$1.75) and it's an attempt to arrive at the 
heart of small town U.S.A. without 
running amuck in the sterile jumble of 
terminology 
(academ ic 
whim-wham, 
Mencken might have called it) you 
might find in a $15,000 sociological 
treatice. 
In use as a Berkeley Journalism text, 
Lyford’s work touches small town life 
deftly and charmingly, mostly through 
the directly quoted dialogue of many of 
the individuals who create and embody 
it. 
One of several comparisons of interest 
is economic development. 
Vandalia’s situation is a bit different 
from ours. 
There 
is 
no sprawling 
military 
complex 
nearby 
and 
the 
sustaining agriculture of the area, old 
timers say, is falling into a kind of 
economic paralysis. 
But not a little of the talk in Vandalia, 
as in Lompoc, centers around attracting 
certain 
industrial development and. 
with it, jobs and more business for the 
people and the merchants who are 
already in town. 
With an office at city hall, the 
Vandalia Chamber of Commerce has 
been able to swing deals that cower 
Lompoc's development efforts, though, 
for Vandalia, they answered desperate 
needs. 
With farming income declining, and 
many farm youths and owners and wives 


as well in the Illinois town had to go to 
work part or full time in industry in 
town One of these industries was a shoe 
factory, which one bleak day announced 
that its present plant was too small and 
it would be leaving town. 


The chamber mounted a drive and 
collected some $77,000 which it gave the 
shoe company outright to construct a 
new local plant, which it did Each of the 
town’s two banks contributed $2,500, the 
American 
Legion 
gave 
$2,000 
and 
employes of the factory donated $12.000 
out of their own niggling pay checks. 
Townspeople footed the rest to keep the 
town’s largest single employer 
Members of the shoemakers union 
still contend that the company continues 
to hold up the threat of a possible 
relocation elsewhere if local workers 
force wages up too high. 
Such an outright subsidy, one is 
tempted to predict, would probably be 
met 
with 
a 
taxpayers' 
lawsuit 
in 
Lompoc along with other tactics of 
rebellion But, again, such a business 
here wouldn't mean the difference for 
many people between groceries and no 
groceries. 
On another occasion, the Vandalia 
chamber approached the open business 
facility 
problem. 
This 
has 
been 
mentioned as one of the reasons no 
sizeable new industry has moved into 
Lompoc despite lots of money, talk and 
effort in the other direction. 
As is claimed to be true in Lompoc, 
many industries vastly prefer to move 
into a town and rent an existing plant 
over having to construct their own 
building from the ground up Lompoc 
doesn't have any such industrial rental 


property, at least none that would 
provide a home for a m ajor concern, 
pro-development spokesmen say. 
Neither 
did 
Vandalia 
when 
the 
chamber was tipped off that a large 
dress company might want to move in if 
there were factory space to rent. But the 
chamber 
raised 
$107,000, 
another 
outright city gift to a private company, 
and provided the company a building, 
for which the firm pays a long term 
lease, 
upkeep 
and 
insurance. 
The 
$107,000 was actually an out and out gift. 
But now there are more jobs. 


On still another occasion, the Vandalia 
chamber gave another new company 
$31,000 if it agreed to meet certain local 
payroll requirements. 


At present, Lompoc seem s still far 
away from realizing any program to 
provide willing industries with open 
industrial 
space. 
Form er 
economic 
development 
man 
Tom 
Parks 
has 
confided that we may have seen one or 
two new industries move in but for the 
lack of a building for them to rent. 
The 
Lompoc 
Valley 
Economic 
Development Association has recently 
been straining to collect enough cash 
from its merchant constituents just to 
keep up an operating budget. Its leaders 
hope to gradually build a fund for 
owning or controlling industrial land 
and-or rental factory space But at the 
present rate, this might take years. 
Vandalia’s example might inform us 
of how things can happen when a town 
really gets desperate It might also give 
us a clue as to why some industries may 
prefer to relocate to the Midwest, where 
they 
are 
not 
just 
welcome, 
but 
desperately needed 
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”Please, Mr. President! I KNOW how to cook 
English muffins!”

As 
the 
administration 
of 
Ronald 
Reagan, Governor of California, draws 
to a close, various assessm ents as to its 
success or failure will be advanced. 
Reagan, 
now 
embarked 
upon 
a 
crusade as the conservative voice of the 
Republican Party with the not too well 
hidden secret ambition 5f being a 
presidential candidate in 1976, lays great 
claim 
to 
having 
“ restored 
fiscal 
responsibility” in state government. 
He rode into office condemning high 
taxes, wastefulness in government, and 
a general opinion that there was too 
much government How well he 
was 
able to achieve his espoused goals will 
undoubtedly be debated for years to 
come. 
There is no doubt that Reagan meant 
what he said and had every intention of 
turning the tide of ever growing, ever 
increasing 
costly 
government. 
His 
record is now ready for examination. 
One measurement is that of the 
numbers of state employes This has 
been increasing for many years The 
growth was always justified on the basis 
of population increases But the state s 
population has peaked and levelled off 
and the growth in the past several years 
has been insignificant. Yet, despite 
Reagan’s 
“ cut, 
trim and 
squeeze” 
policies there has been a near 
1-3 
increase 
in 
state 
workers 
during 
Reagan’s eight years in office. At the 
start 
there were 
158,000 employes, 
including those at the University. This 
number is now almost 200,000 Even in 
his own office the staff grew from 87 to 
96. 
So, in providing services for the 
people, it has taken nearly a third more 


employes in the Reagan administration 
although the population has remained 
relatively constant. Further, many of 
the services provided by the state when 
Reagan took office have since been 
shifted to local government. 
In the matter of state expenditures the 
budget when Reagan took office was 
slightly over $44 billion. He will leave 
with a budget in excess of $10 billion. 
To provide for this more than 100 per 
cent 
increase in state spending, tax 
collections have been increased from 
the $34 billion in 1966 to $9 billion, an 
almost 
300 
per cent 
rise. 
Bonded 
indebtedness 
has 
grown 
from 
$1-4 
billion to $54 billion. 
In terms of individual burden, taxes 
have risen from $5 25 per $100 of 
personal income to $7.43, a 42 per cent 
increase. 
Under 
the 
previous 
administration this rise was only 3 5 per 
cent. 
Democrats claim that the figures 
demonstrate a shift of the tax burden 
away from the corporations, banks and 
insurance companies to direct taxes 
upon the people They say that personal 
income and sales taxes paid only 38 per 
cent of the cost of government when 
Reagan took office and that these taxes 
today provide 62 per cent of that cost 
While 
increased 
costs 
cannot 
be 
blamed on population explosions, the 
inflationary spiral which has taken 
place, and is continuing, undeniably 
distorts 
the 
com parisons 
beyond 
recognition 
One conclusion which can be made is 
that the tendency of government to 
expand defies even the most determined 
conservative efforts to contain it.
